President Harding’s recommendation to

tablished by the League of Nations is a 
poignant and tragic illustration of the in­ 
calculable loss and injury inflicted by the 
thing known as politics upon the United 
States and upon civilization. 
r\ w I i it is advisable now for us to enter this 
. court, it was advisable for us to do so at 
the beginning. 
Had we given it our full 
support and endorsement at the beginning, 
fo&tftead of stabbing it in the back as we 
^did when we rejected and condemned the 
League by which and under which it was 
established, it would have achieved almost 
‘ at once such prestige and authority as to 
render its 
decisions 
practically 
binding 
^upon all the nations 
comprising 
western 
civilization. 
Then the ominous and peril­ 
ous things that have happened since would 
not have happened. 
For purposes of politics the League was 
misrepresented to the American people as

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MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE.

Judge L. B. Day of the court of domestic 
relations has just made an interesting diag­ 
nosis of marriage and divorce as it affects 
the world today. He thinks there is less to 
be alarmed over in the number of divorces 
than is generally felt. 
“We 
are 
going through 
a period of 
transition,” 
said 
Judge Day. 
“The age 
when a woman was deemed the slave or 
chattel of man is being succeeded by one 
wherein she is becoming his equal. 
And 
during this period 
of 
transition there is 
bound to be friction.” 
Of course, every 
age 
has been one of 
transition. 
But there has never been so 
vital a change in the status of women as 
there has been in that of women of the 
western world during the past few decades. 
With her new freedom, 
woman 
has cut 
loose from many external restraints. 
And 
men hardly know what it is all about. 
No doubt 
much 
of the trouble lies in 
hasty marriages. 
As Judge Day observed, 
“It is a marriage evil rather than a divorce 
evil” that makes our divorce court records. 
Perhaps it requires legislation 
providing 
for passage of reasonable time between ap­ 
plication for a marriage license and issu­ 
ance of that license. 
Such a law would 
prevent many a domestic failure. 
But in 
the last resort both men and women must 
make 
readjustment 
and 
readaptations. 
Where the marriage relation is properly 
understood it will be entered as one be­ 
comes party to an indissoluble bond. 
Instead of deploring the number of di- 
ovrces it is better that effort be spent in 
pointing out the 
way to martial felicity. 
And with better understanding among men 
and women of their obligations to each 
other, there is no doubt that the great num­ 
ber of divorces will diminish. 
And mar­ 
riage will become again a relation not to be 
lightly entered into.

NEW’ YORK, Feb. 28.—Lured back 
to Christianity as he sat idle in a

Millions Paid In Taxes 
By the Associated Presa.

CHICAGO, March 2.—Taxes charg­ 
e d the nation's railroads for 1022 In* 
■ Creased 10*4 per cent over 1221 and 
; amounted to $204,885,158, the largest 
(sum ever psid by the carriers, Hale 
Holden, chairman of the 
western 
railways committee on public rela- 
j tlons and president of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad, an­ 
nounced here today. 
Mr. Holden asserted that 1922 lax- 
| es were 94 per cent greater thau 
j those of 1916, an increase of 178*4 
per cent over the amount paid in 


11212 and exceeded 
cash 
dividends 
paid by the carriers in any year ex­ 
cept 1917. 
The 1922 taxes he said. 
amounted to 26 per cent of the, rail­ 
roads net earnings as compared with 
13 per cent in 1917. 
Although 
the 
railroads 
reduced 
rates and cut expenses by efficient 
operation, notwithstanding the shop- 
crafts strike, Mr. Holden said, the 
benefits that might have been deriv­ 
ed from these channels both by the 
railroads and the public, was serious­ 
ly reduced by the fact that taxes 
were largely increased. 
Western Railways, 
according 
to 
Mr. Holden, have been affected even 
more during the last ten years by 
increases lo taxes than the railways 
of the country as a whole. The an­ 
nouncement stated: ‘‘In 1912 their 
total taxes were less than $45,000,000. 
In 1922 they were $134,500,000, an in­ 
crease of 208 per 
cent. 
In 
1912 
taxes took 12 per cent of their net 
earnings, while in 1922 they took 28 
per cent of their net earnings.'* 
“While between 1916 and 1922 the 
taxes of the railroads increased 94 
per cent," the announcement stated, 
“their net operating income declined 
26 per cent, in spite of the fact that 
during these years the investments 
made in the properties, and on which 
it was naturally expected a return 
would be earned and paid, increased 
almost three million dollars.’' 
Mr. Holden quoted what he term­ 
ed remarks made in the senate by 
j Senator W. E. Borah, of Idaho, as 
follows: 
“It will be very difficult to reduce 
| freight rates if we continue in this 
j country to increase taxes upon the 
railroads as we have in the last four 
years.” 
“As Senator 
Borah 
said.”

Holden s statement read, ‘‘the taxes 
come back upon the producer, and 
the shipper.
